Dear Mr. Newman: 

Thank you for your generous offer to exchange information which 
deals with the establishment of our museum. I appreciate your returning 
my call. 

Our money museum will be a permanent collection housed in a room 
82 feet long, 32 feet wide, with a ceiling 25 feet high. There will be 
6 display cases seven feet long and 4 smaller ones. Our collection was 
originally collected by the late Mr. C.J. Affleck of Winchester, Va. 

The carpet will be a deep red. There will be two rosewood doors floor 
to ceiling. Also we are having designed and made several tapestries 
depicting the history of money. There will be several built-in security 
devices and a camera surveillance. 

The printing press will be a replica of the Ben Franklin Press with 
a 25^ inch long and 19 inch wide base. We want to be able to run off 
sheets of Continental Currency Fractional Issue similar to the double sheet 
on page 4o4 of your book The Early Paper Money of America so that we can 
cut up the sheets and give the individual issues as souvenirs. We will 
indicate it is a reproduction. We have a consultant advising us on the 
correct procedures. 

We need the actual sheet of Continental Currency Fractional Issue 
or a glossary print of the same suitable for making a plate. We realize 
uncut sheets are not easy to come by and I expect expensive. Therefore, 
the practical thing to do is to ask you to furnish us a glossary print 
of a sheet of Continental Currency. Then we can have the plate made. 

We will pay any cost incurred. 

I hope I have furnished you the information you need. I will be 
away from the Federal Reserve Bank of Richmond until Feb. 13th. If you 
need to call reverse the charges. 

I thank you for your help and look forward to hearing from you.

Dear Ms. Eggleston: 

Receipt is acknowledged of your letter of February 2, 1978. 

I am pleased that you are familiar with the fact that you 
must indicate that anything you print in the numismatic field must show 
that it is a reproduction. To comply with the Hobby Protection Act 
you will have to have each piece of money on the sheet contain the 
word "Copy" or similar appropriate language. I think the word "Copy" 
should be on each face of each bill, as it is possible to print only 
one side and not the other. I do not know whether you plan to print 
the sheet on both sides. 

The most important thing I need is the size of the negative. 
If a 4 x 5 is adequate, I can have it readily taken. If an 8 x 10 is 
required, then it will require my going to a special photographer with 
it. Please let me know if your plate makercan use a glossy print from 
a 4 x 5 negative to make a sheet of the size you wish. 

We may wish you to run some sheets for us as I think you have 
a wonderful idea.

In accordance with your instructions, under separate 
cover, I am sending you a negative of a sheet of Continental currency 
I had made and a positive print from it. I think it is superb and 
will enable your engraver to make a proper plate for printing. I have 
retained the preliminary negative. 

The cost of this matter is $60.68 and I would appreciate a 
check accordingly. 

As I previously indicated, the natural color of the original 
paper is a light beige. 

When your printing gets going we would like 40 or 50 sheets 
printed on both sides in accordance with our previous suggestion. I 
again must caution you that the word "COPY” has to be inserted on each 
note in accordance with my understanding of the law. 


It is a pleasure to have helped you in this regard, and we will 
be glad to give you further information and cooperation as required.

Dear Mr. Wyatt: 

Your problem with an 18th century piece of private scrip 
from Virginia is a real problem. I only know of the two unique 
pieces I illustrated, one of which I own. Yours is a long term exhibit 
and I feel that I should keep my piece available for my museum here. 

I do, however, have a suggestion for you. The James River 
Bank was to be a private bank. Its issues were prepared for use and 
forms sent to Virginia. You could use the Colony issue on those forms 
as showing how the bank almost happened. Perhaps you already have an 
episode about those forms, but at least it was a planned bank of issue 
which would have been the earliest authorized bank of issue in the 
American colonies. Massachusetts had its share of unauthorized banks 
of issue which were closed down after issuing currency. 

I hope I have been somewhat helpful.
